HEAT AND LIGHT AND 
POWER BY WIRELESS 



Although electrical energy has be- 
come so commonplace that Its use la 
regarded as an Incident. It Is within 
the memory of the most of us when 
its simplest applications were all curi- 
osities. The engineer of the elect nr- 
llghtlng plant, modern thirty years 
ago. If he entered the power plant of 
to-day, would And it difficult to un- 
derstand the use and operation it the 
numerous electrical devices found 
therein, says the editor of Power, 

The strides that have been made in 
this branch of engineering have sur- 
luissed the wildest dreams of thirty 
years ago. On one occasion a profes- 
sor of electricity, solemnly stated to 
Ills class that the trolley car (VOUld 
always require n trolley wire us a 

means of electrical transmission. To- 
day street cars are successfully ope- 
ated by means of storage batteries. The 
professor spoke according to the llghl 
of Ills time, and could not see the de- 
velopments destined for the future. 

Ono of the greatest overhead charges 
against the electric lighting plant is the 
cost and maintenance of the transmis- 
sion lines. Although, doubtless, much 
thought hits been devoted to the ques- 
tion of transmission-line elimination, 
the problem bus remained unsolved. 
Possibly the Invention or wireless tele- 
graphy has given Inventors the key 
which will enable them to perfect a 
method of wireless electrical trans- 
mission. 

What the success of this Invention 

will mean is Impossible to predict. Willi 
the llrst Step taken in wireless trans- 
mission of electrical energy. It would 
seem plausible to predict that nut onlj 
will our buildings be lighted by wire- 
less electrical energy, but that they 
will be heated as well. In the sann 
manner, commercial electrical enersv 
could lie transmitted for motor So vice. 

It may be early to forecast what the 
forthcoming results of this new Inven- 
tion will be, but who would care to 
dispute that energy «111 soon be 'rans- 
mltted from the point to point without 
the aid of transmission linos':

Building Erkction --Tbe work nf 
préparation for the building construc- 
tion began will! 'n* sub-surface work 

in the excavated plot. As noon as a 
sufficient area nt the track sub-grsdc 
was secured. Hie work of excavating 
and constructing the substructures 
and building foundations was begun. 
This resulted in the successive com- 
pletion m the foundations, beginning, 
at the southeast corner of Hie building, 
and the erection of the steel frame 
from this point working in both 
directions around the outside of the 
building, until it was enclosed at the 
Eighth Avenue side. The masonry' 
followed the steel erection, and the 
building was finallv endnned at about 
the lime, when the entire terminal 
yard area was excavated lo sub-grade. 1 
All material.- were delivered at the 
site by trucking through the streets, 
as railroad connections were at the 
lime impracticable. 

The building met hods were not 
unusual, aside from tin- magnitude of 
Hie structures, the amount of erection 
plant required, and the force engaged. 
The structural steel wns sorted and 
j Stored in the plot under the building, 
and erected by cranes. Tin granite 
was delivered around tbo building lo 
limber sluging over Ihe sidewalks and 
supported from the truck level; the 
creeling was done hy derricks *ot on 
the inside floors. ,\|| other materials 
were delivered in the building as 
construction progressed. The general 
waiting roont. because of its great 
lu ighl ilôtl ft. from floor to oeijlflg), 
required the Installation of extensive 
and massive falsework, which would 
permit of tho convenient and expedi- 
tious erection of the steel frame and 
roof trusses, setting the granite, lining 
tho interior walls, hanging the ceiling, 
and finishing the interior. This false- 
work was of 12 by 12 in. vertical posts, 
at. 12 ft. centres, braced with 3 x 12 in. 
planks, thoroughly bolted, and con- 
tained about 1)00,1)00 ft. h.m. It was 
••reeled in six stories, with runways at 
each floor. The falsework was equip- 
ped with stairways and hoists for 
loading material on platforms at iho 
different floors.

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MUSIC AND THE PEOPLE 



A new and important branchof the conspicuous extension work 
undertaken by the University of Wisconsin is its propaganda for 
the development of musical culture among the rural population. To 
that end the University announces its willingness to send teachers 
and performers of music wherever they may be invited, to co-oper- 
ate with those desirous of establishing orchestras, bands, choral socie- 
ties and similar organizations. Primarily, it is a campaign of con- 
sultant engineering, using the method of correspondence as well as 
that of personal visitation. But a supply of musical sources, of 
phonographic records, and of musical literature is available forthose 
who ask for them. The work extends to the supervision of music in 
the schools and even in the churches. As an instance of the educa- 
tional value of communal endeavor in music is cited the annual Bach 
festival under Doctor Wolle at Bethlehem. "At probably no other 
place in the world is the difficult music of Bach studied with such 
devotion as in this 'Pennsylvania Oberammergau. " 

The University of Pennsylvania is already doing a commend- 
able service in making provision in its curriculum for musical courses 
of practical value to teachers. If more abundant resources for such 
an undertaking were forthcoming, there is a far larger enterprise 
awaiting its attention — one which would do more to bring the Uni- 
versity into close popular relation with every part of the Common- 
wealth than anything else it could undertake, the extension of mu- 
sical instruction to towns and vil) ages now beyond the pale of such 
cultural opportunities.

To the Editor of the McGill Daily- 
Dear Sir,-— The appearance, in this 
morning's Issue of the Dally, of a 
(rroup of snapshots, "Orand Old Mc- 
Gill," recalls to my mind an affair to 
which I would like to call your at- 
tention. 

Korly last year, when sketches and 
snapshots for the 1»U McOill Annual 
were asked for. I sent In to Mr. H. R 
OrlfTlths, eleven or twelvo snainhots 
which I had taken in and around the 
buildings and campus, asking him to 
kindly return to mo the prints which 
he did not use. Mr. Orifflths did not 
acknowledge the receipt of the prints, 
and I heard nothing concerning them 
until the "Annual" appeared. Then 
noticed that Severn I of them had been 
used, I believe, nine In all. The six 
pictures In this morning's Dally were 
among them. There was no acknow- 
ledgment of any kind In the "Annual." 
as to who was responsible for them. I 
had not thought of asking for such an 
acknowledgment, considering it no 
more than ordinary courtesy would 
concede. However. T considered that 
nine snapshots were as much entitled 
to nn "Annual " as three sketches, so 
t expected I would receive one. When 
the class-list, which members of the 
Junior year were to sign, thereby re- 
linquishing S2.G0, of their caution- 
money for an "Annual." I asked Mr. 
Wed Taylor, the representative of my 
class, Medicine '14, what I should do. 
He advised me to sign for unit accept 
the "Annunl" like the rest, and then 
when the matter would be brought up 
at a subsequent meeting of the "An- 
nual" board, I would be sent un "An- 
nual" and my money refunded. So I 
signed the list and returned my "An- 
nual" and watted. 1 am still wait- 
ing. I made repeated inquiries at in- 
tervals up to the end of Uin term, 
through my class representatives, and 
though I had Uie satisfaction of hear- 
ing that my name had been accepted 
as one entitled to an "Annual," for my 
contributions, that was all. 

I may be criticized for waiting till 
this late hour before making any open 
protest, but I am not writing this with 
any expectation «f anything being done 
by last year's "Annual" board. When 
the summer vacation began, without 
my having heard anything further from 
the "Annual," I declared that they had 
doubtless "closed their Issiks," and I 
had been "left." As you see, Mr. Edi- 
tor, I was entitled to two Annuals, one 
whloh I paid for, and the other In re- 
turn for my contributions, and have 
received none. 

I might add that I still possess the 
negatives of the prints, which I sent In 
to Mr. Griffiths, which were puhllshed 
In the "Annual" with no acknowledg- 
ments whatever, and later In the Mo-
